The vote of Supervisor S. V. Hor- 
ton is all that stands in the way of 
San Bernardino county joining in 
the San Diego exposition-—at a total 
expense of $127 a month—unless 
District Attorney T. W. Duckworth 
can figure out some way in which 
the money can be extracted from 
the county treasury for the purpose 
with four votes. . 

“Say, Horton, why are you so ‘or-| 
nery’?” asked Supervisor R. L. Ri- | 
ley, after the combined arguments 
of four members of the board had | 
failed to move him. 

“I don't believe we will get our 
money’s worth,” replied Horton. 

“Even if we knew we wouldn't get 
our money’s worth, I would vote for) 
this. We cannot afford to let San 
Bernardino county get the reputa- 
tion of a piker, when every other 
county in Southern California is 
joining in. It’s worth more than 
$127 a month to prevent getting that 


Supervisor J. B. Glover, who had 
opposed the San Diego exposition 
plan, said in that the other counties

Her usual 
have been restricted or killed, and 
her commerce is vexed by the Brit- 
ish, while her trade with Germany 
must be most carefully regulated in 
order not to call down ; 
the Allies.’ That some Hollanders 
have made fortunes by more or less 
irregular trading with Germany is 
true, but for the great mass of the 
people the war has been a terrible 
affliction. . 

Among the many other expenses 
that it has entailed upon citizens and 
government is the support of Bel- 
gian refugees, thousands of whom 
still remain as non-paying 
Many of these have found shelter in 
Dutch homes, while others are cared 
by the government. Holland has 
proved herself a good neighbor to 
Belgium, but has no intention of in- 
viting Belgium’s fate through any 
unneutral attitude—Leslie’s Weekly.

HENRY FORD HANDICAPPED 

There is one very important ele- 
ment of his peace mission that 
Henry Ford apparently completely 
overlooks: He seems to have neg- 
lected to take account of the bear- 
ing of caste distinction on his own 
personality.
